'Yesterday's "Pueblo Chieftain contained tlie 


following account of, the new hospital just 
finished by the Colorado Coal and Iron com- 
pany at Pueblo: 


On Saturday last began tin removal of the 


patients, nurses and furniture from the tenn 
porary hospital at Bessemer to the splendid 
new-hospital building of tlie Colorado Coal 
andiron company on the lower mesa. -.The 
removal has been going on all tho week, more 
and - moru furniture and apparatus being 
brought into tlie new quarters. Eight patients 
are lu the sibk ward, though only two of them 
are confined to their beds. The whole is un- 
der tlWsupeintendence of Dr. J. N. Pascoe, 
recently of Chicago, in whose caro the hos- 
pital promised to be all that Is hoped for. 


This, large and commodious bu'.ldlng stands 


on the north side of Abribndo ave'iiue near 
the foot of that beautiful street, and though 
destitute, of -towers or other superfluous 
adorn'mrnt it presents an imposing iippe\Vr- 
ance. The entire cost of the. structure has 
been about £45,000, and tlie work lias been In 
progress most of the time for the past four- 
teen months. There was no special architect, 
but plans obtained In Chicago were generally 
followed, though various changes in- these: 
plans were made by the superintendent of 
construction, Mr. A. Pearson. No contract 
was made except as lo tlie plastering, done 
by N. Kearney; .tlie plumbing, by M. A. 
-t'rce A Son ;-and~the painting, now In pro-- 
tress.- by -T.-G. McCarthy 
All-tlie rest was 


done by the day's work, under the eyes of 
Mr. Pearson, who is also an old resident of 
this city.

A visit and Inspection of the edifice was 


found to be a. plrftsing taik,' for It can but 
please any admirer of sood "work to see such 
excellence of construction and such, well 
planned calculation of all requirements. The, 
hospital is 98 feet long, ot which the main 
pan—partly octagonal iu shape—is 13 f«et 
wide, and the main -wing U thirty feet wide. 
In alt tills area no space is anywhere wasted, 
everything beini; designed with as close re- 
gard for Utility of space as the'interior of a 
first-class ocean steamer. The basement is 
really a first story, so that including it tlie 
main building is four and wing three stories 
high. Along the entire length and width 'of 
the south side and west end are neat and nice- 
ly covered verandas eleven feet wide. These 
will add immensely- to the comfort of the 
house. 


There are altogether twenty-eight rooms in- 


cluding two large .waids on the f-ccond floor 
and one on the third floor, for tlie patients. 
One of these rooms measures 37x30 feet, and 
will contain twelve beds; the other two 
measure. 22x27 feet each, aud will cou- 
t«!o ten beds each. ' O n e of the wards 
Is already occupied. The neat iiou bed- 
steads 
are 
comfortably furnished, - each 


covered with a white counterpane. Tbe room 
Is well lighted and ventilated, n.rroed by a 
cheery coal fire in a large Ri«te, and the poor 
fellows confined there seemed as comfortable 
as they could possibly be made. We under- 
stand that some ef the worst cases ot the Den- 
ver and Klo Grande Railway company's em- 
ployes who are on the sick list will also be 
brought here. 


The doctors quaitcrsare lu the main build- 


ing; occupying parts of three floors, and In- 
clude a parlor, sleeping apartments dining 
room, reception room, library, dispensary, op- 
erating room >nd laboratory. Separated from 
these are the apartments of the matrons and 
nurses, bath rooms, closets, private wards for 
patients, etc 
• In the fourth story are .three 


rooms for the female Jielp.' Wide stairways 
lead . from" floor to floor-through, tueinaln 
niulldln'g", BesrdSs~th~e ~doclor's~private~stairsr 
^ elevator extends from from .the basement 
to the third floor, .operated by a crank at the 
bottom, and alongside it are tho speaking 
tubes.' In the end ot the whig Is also a solid 
brick passage from third floor to basement to 
bo used as ash pit, having au Iron door at the 
bottom. Besides theso there Is a large ventil- 
ating shaft through tho whole building, and 
also a small shaft for water and other pip** 
. In the basement Is a completely furnished 
kitchen with a large range..-'-lii-lt .is also, a 
big Iron tank -with separate healing appara- 
tus, from which pipe* conduct hot and cold 
water to every part ot the building.. On.ihjs' 
floor are also a -smoking-room, dining-room, 
laundry, 
baggage room, ' store-rooms, etc., 


each especially furnished according tote pur- 
pose, Hallways lend from end to end ot each 
floor, with side passages communicating with 
the veraiido.1. The basement Is ten feet high, 
and Ihe second. anoV third stories are each 
twelve feet'Iu the clear.

Mri Pearsonj whatever may have been the 


workmen under his charge, Is entitled to great 
credit for -the perfection of everything. A 
smoother, neater, more thoroughly .workman- 
like specimen of the builder's art can not be 
found in Colorado. There Is no shoddy patch 
work to be found, from attic to cellar, and 
yet every thing.was done by Pueblo men. Tlie 
inside woed work is as shiny and solid as 
hickory; It ls air of the best Chicago pine, ex: 
cepttho balustrades, .which are of polished 
cherry. The .transoms,-door casing?, chair 
ra)l«, panals aui all are put up In Easllako 
and Queen Anne style. Tho doors and win- 
dow sash wero brought from Chicago, but 
everything else wad made on the spot. Cas,- 
-Inps, newel pmt«, railings and all were made 
In tho building or at tlie company's- planing 
mill at Bessemer. 'The mantel pieces espe- 
cially ^Jiow unuMtal skill and excellent taste. 
Tlie nlMtcriBS Is as good yis can be found 
anywhere, .nmi the painters 4U3 also doing 
tlu-irbt"*t, Tlio floors rate being oiled, ond 
under them Is a layer of. "deadening" lo pre- 
vcnt'traiunil^lori of sound. The best of ma- 
terial U to be found throughout, and there 
are a hundred little convenience* *nd fittings 
that need ma he described-..

large percentage of blende but in going a lew 
feet further a vein of .uearly solid galena four 
feet thick was encountered, which It is esti- 
mated will mill without. assorting from 20 to 
25 ounces ot Silver per ton and 50 per cent ' 
lead. The thickness of tho entire vclu is . 
eight-fset, tho remainder being composed of 
mixed galena «nd rock, the fouuer predomi- 
nating laigely. ,;The ore taken, out In crowing 
tho vein Is estimated at beUven 20 and 30 
tons, but none of it will be shipped until bet- 
ter facilities are provided tor getting it down 
the mountains, and this will not be done until 
aftef drifts have been driven on the vein and 
the size of- the ore body more accurately as- 
certained; Drifting will. be commenced as 
soon as the tunnel headlng.is In far enough so 
that the workmen will not interfere with each 
other. .
